- better understood, there would be a greater chance 

of its being made more interesting. Something 
would be gained if the chief object of the exhibition were to 
interest the publie rather than merely to advertise the ex- 
hibitors. It is diffieult to see how any worthy object is 
gained by showing dull designs of commercial buildings, 
which can interest none but the authors or their clients. 
These exhibitions were always more interesting when they 
contained a larger proportion of domestic work. We are, 
of course, all concerned in our important bank buildings 
and outstanding exam of church design. Increasing 
attention is beimg paid to aerodromes, which are still a 
novel feature in our building aétivities, and conspicuous 


2 the particular object of sending drawings to the 


examples of well-designed housing schemes secure some. 


attention ; but great blocks of flats and shops afford little 
to excite pleasurable emotion. 

In the present exhibition, the fine drawings of the new 
Catholic Cathedral for Liverpool seem to overshadow all 
else. Such an admirable instance of architectural art is 
seldom put before the public, and its author, Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, has consolidated his reputation for versatility and 
refinement. There can be few who will be able to follow 
with complete understanding what is likely to be the final 
outcome of this work. Of course, the exterior of the great 
dome will be in some measure understood and appreciated, 
but the incidence of the elaborated design of the frontages 
cannot be properly understood from the outline scale 
drawings. The finely laid out plan is suggestive of varied 
and effective vistas, but the elevational drawings can convey 
little realisation of the west front, which is, apparently, 
central and crowned by a harsh-looking square outline. No 
one needs to be told that the architect may be trusted to 
create a fine result, however one may be inclined to criticise 
some parts of his design. He will probably be his own best 
critic, for he has already made some notable improvements 
in the treatment around the base of the dome. 

Perhaps the refinement and dignity of this great work 
for Liverpool creates some well-grounded dissatisfaction 
with much that is elsewhere exhibited in the comparatively 
smal] space left free for general exhibits. The utter in- 
adequacy of the gallery is more conspicuous than ever 
this year. Unfortunate in the material shown and also 
unfortunate in the hanging, this is, we think, one of the 
least interesting exhibitions of recent years. Fortunately 
for architects, there has been an exhibition of some three 
oe designs for the new Institute building at Thames 

ouse. 

We suppose that those who are jealous of tradition will 
regret to see further adherents to the curious Continental 
forms in the work of some of the more important 
exhibitors. Certain drawings exhibited by them indieate 
the avidity for elongated windows and the cutting out the 
corners of buildings by window openings. Even those who 
have done reputable English work are not immune from 
the seductions of foreign developments. ay, 

It may not greatly matter if we lose all our national 
characteristics if we can manage to abjure eccentricity 
and avoid the curious forms which have become so 
prevalent on the Continent. 

It is a pleasure to see the nice drawings of the Merchant 
Taylors’ school by Messrs. W. G. Newton & Partners ; 
these ought to have been better hung. Mr. Oswald P. 
‘idne has sent a pattern of good architectural illustration 
1 the nicely tinted elevational perspective of Dartington 
Hall; here is a simple grey and green water-colour which 
scems to be really part of the subject ; it is unfortunate 
that more architects are not satisfied with such quiet,

drawing go to produce quietness and breadth is seen in 
Mr. Maurice Webb’s Sebright School. Mr. Vincent Harris 
shows his striking Manchester Library in a sedately 
drawn monochrome view. A beginning of the trans- 
formation of Sackville-street by Me. George J. Skipper 
is indicated in his view showing the well-designed bank 
at the corner and other interesting buildings which continue 
down the street, including ‘a new picture gallery. The 
walls of the Exhibition are enlivened by the clever coloured 
drawings of the Mosque by Sir Brumwell Thomas. There 
is also one admirable coloured view of a good house at 
Hawkswood by the Hon. Mark H. Kearley: The walls 
are white and the roof is of glazed green tiles. 

The elaborate drawing of an oak reredos at St. Helens 
by Mr. W. D. Carée should surely have been hung where 
the detail could be seen. The large drawing of Glyn 
Mills & Martin’s bank by Sir Herbert Baker and Mr. A. 'T. 
Scott is rather prosaic for its prominent position. We 
are glad to note Sir Edwin Cooper is represented 
by three exhibits of important buildings; clever as 
the illustrations are, we prefer that by the architect him- 
self. A well-known type of design is found in Mr. Cass 
Gilbert’s three large drawings of American and Canadian 
buildings. There is only one drawing by Messrs. Baillie 
Scott & Beresford. Sir Giles Scott is represented by only 
one drawing—the new library for Cambridge University. 
It is a dignified building. but the massive tower seems 
hardly like Cambridge. Messrs. Francis W. Troup, E. 
Berry Webber, Maxwell Ayrton, Hugh P. G. Maule, E. 
Guy Dawber, Cyril A. Farey, Professor Richardson, 
W. A. Forsyth, Beresford Pite & Partners, H. Lidbetter, 
W. Curtis Green, W. A. Pite, Son & Fairweather, Alfred B. 
Yeates, H. P. Burke Downing, T. Frank Hawkes, Nicholas 
& Dixon-Spain, Joseph, Mewés & Davis and Stanley C. 
Ramsey are amongst the noticeable exhibitors. Amongst 
the good exhibits will be found several excellent elevational 
studies of buildings which perhaps tell all there is to be 
said about the designs they illustrate. 

Many architects will be glad to see that in Messrs. Ben- 
tall’s great store at Kingston-upon-Thames Mr. Maurice 
Webb has taken as a motif in his design the beautiful work 
at Hampton Court instead of the usual dull arrangement of 
piers ; this should make a telling frontage. The escalier 
stair for this building is shown in another.drawing, and it 
illustrates the importance of the escalier stairway in a 
modern store. In many’of the 176 exhibits there are to 
be noted subjects of interest, and what we have said 
elsewhere will probably convey a fairly accurate im- 

ression of the whole; but we feel there would have been a 
ess general impression of disappointment if the illustration 
of the works and their display had been more interesting. 
More simplicity and truth in handling would be desirable. 

We wish there were fewer signs of the attraction of 
many to the vagaries of Continental art. Is not something 
of the restlessness and excitement of our life to-day having 
a disturbing influence on our art? We think it must be so. 
Why should our architcts search after the inanities and 
vulgarities of Continental methods nowadays, when in 
earlier days they sought inspiration from Greece and 
Rome, the beautiful works of the Italian Renaissance 
and the graceful form and details of French art? Is it the 
everlasting striving after something new and strange, and 
also the pitiful desire to achieve notoriety and the inquisitive 
notice of our fellows? We cannot free ourselves from the 
spirit of the age, and it is foolish to expect that we should. 
We rightly enough resent mere sleepiness and a lazy accep- 
tance of the past ; we rightly look for progress and develop- 
ment ; but the art of architecture is only to be worthily 
upheld by a firm hold on those qualities which have made 
it great in all the ages, and as we look curiously around for 
what promises freshness and novelty we are in great 
danger of. missing the beauty and repose which are the 
very foundation of all our aims towards the creation of a 


living art. 
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NOTES 
As we indicated in our last 
issue, in which appeared 
sens illustrations of all the pre- 


tion Award.miated designs in this com- 

petition, the assessors’ 
awards have not produced that unanimity 
of approval on the part of the com- 
petitors and general profession that is 
usual in architectural competitions of 
this importance. While there are those 
who approve the award and believe that 
Mr. Wornum’s preliminary designs will 
be worked up into a worthy home for the 
Institute, there are architects of reputa- 
tion who say that if the winning design 
is a representation of modern architec- 
tural expression, then they “do not under- 
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stand the language.” Criticism, for the 
most part, is directed against the as- 
sessors. Crities are largely of the opinion 
that the latter, having drafted their 
conditions, should have abided by them, 
whereas it is said that those who inter- 
preted the conditions most literally were 
amongst the least successful. Great dis- 
appointment also has been expressed that 
Dr. Worthington was unable to take part 
in judging the designs, especially on the 
part of the traditionalist school, who felt 
that his absence upset the balance of the 
composition. Two points upon which 
unanimity is absolute are, first, that the 
site is (to say the least) an unhappy one, 
and, second, that the stipulation as to the 
inclusion of lettable offices rendered un-

directed against the free interpretation 
of the conditions which has been allowed. 
But perhaps the opinion of the more 
reasonable members of the profession js 
summed up in the words of an eminent 
and unsuccessful competitor. “ No one 
in the profession has anything but ad- 
miration for Mr. Wornum, and all wil 
wish him luck. He may be relied upon 
to produce a building which will probably 
be improved considerably between this 
preliminary stage and final erection and 
will be carried out in good taste. Various 
people will naturally view the elevation 
in various lights and not a few will find 
faults in his plan : more likely than not, 
no one is more aware of them than 
Mr. Wornum himself, who will probably 
set himself to eradicate them. But he 
has solved the great problem of con- 
veying five hundred people either to 
the meeting room or to the exhibition 
gallery without the use of lifts. He may 
be called lucky in one respect, namely, 
that he has apparently satisfied the 
assessors’ unstated desire for a building 
which should be expressive of a complete 
breakaway from the Institute's past 
policy of reticence in affairs architectural. 
It would appear that the Institute are 
attempting (and they may be right) to 
make architecture less of a secret rite prac- 
tised behind closed doors, and more of a 
human, jolly and lively affair. Such a 
tendency was, of course, shown by the 
institution of the R.I.B.A. Social Com- 
mittee, though some competitors feel 
that a hint to this effect in the con- 
ditions would have saved 
burning.”

Ruisuip Village Trust, Ltd., 

Preserving Which we believe is the first 
Old company to be registered by 
Ruislip. a small community with the 
object of preserving local 

amenity, have now held their first 
ordinary general meeting. The company 
has just taken over a portion of. old 
Ruislip, and some interesting facts 
emerge from the chairman’s speech, 
given in the report: “ Ruislip is for- 
tunate in possessing in the centre of the 
village a group of buildings of great 


artistic charm and antiquarian initerest. 
Of those buildings, the ancient church is 
the most valuable, and both that and 
the old almshouses in the churchyard 
are safe from demolition. The Manor 
Farm and the old post office, by the 
generosity of King’s College, Cambridge, 
have been presented to the District 
Council and their preservation is now 
assured. Next in importance are a 
group of cottages and two shops in 
front of the church. There has been a 
danger that these cottages and one 
of the shops might be demolished, 
and therefore a few residents in Ruislip 
have between them raised £1,800 and 
have purchased this property. In order 
to put the matter on a business basis, 
they have formed themselves into a 
private limited company. The cottages 
are tenanted, and when the shop is let 
they hope to get some return for their 
money, although by the. Articles of 
Association their dividends are limited 
to a maximum of 5 per cent. per annum. 
In order, further, to ensure the preserva- 
tion of the buildings, the National 
Trust have been approached and have 
agreed to accept the freeholds and lease 
the buildings to the company at a 
nominal rent.’

Trust. by the Carnegie United King- 
dom Trust. In view of 
present widespread financial difficulties, it 
cannot be wondered at that the policy of 
the Trust is being reconsidered so that 
the main object for the present year will 
be one of consolidation rather than new 
experiment.

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SCULPTURE AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY 


By T. P. BENNETT, F.R.LB.A. 


Tue general impression of the sculpture at 
the 1952 Academy is that signs are at 
last appearing of original though?, originality 
in handling and originality in the choice of 
material of the groups are. cy Se 
This is assisted, at any rate in the ture 
Hall, by group arrangement which is the best 
of recent years, and which certainly displays 
the work far better than on many previous 
occasions. The weakest sculpture is to be 
seen in the Central Hall, and there is very 
little work which justifies its display in the 
most prominent of the space set aside for 
sculpture. In the main, however, the variety 
of subjects illustrated this year is good. The 

and outline have received much. atten- 
tion. The works are strong in conception and 
vigorous in handling, and the feeling is left 
that many artists had something to say and 
the skill and power to say it. It is very 
refreshing to feel that sculpture may at last 
be challenging a position which has hitherto 
been occupied by other nations. Even por- 
traiture is becoming more individualistic and 
attractive. There is no single work which 
could be immediately claimed as the out- 
standing success of the year, and equally it 
is unfortunately true that many names which 
have been prominent in the past are not 
those which are attached to the works most 
worthy of attention at the moment, 

The only figure which merits serious atten- 
tion in the Central Hall is Mr. Sargeant 
Jagger’s Ernest Shackleton.” It is 
displayed in gilt bronze finish, which does 
not do justice to the vigorous outlines and 
powerful handling of the masses of clothing 
which are in keeping with Shackleton’s work ; 
moreover, if any appropriate colour or 
texture were to be associated with this great 
explorer, it would surely have been a bronze 
or marble of the coldest of m colours rather 
than the somewhat hot gilt, which reacts on 
the mind as part and parcel of an Oriental 
conception. It is rarely that Jagger’s great 
artistic perception allows his brilliant feeling

Mr. Gilbert Ledward’s conception of heroic 
figures has become well known, and rightly 
80; they should not, however, lead him into 
the feelin g that he can continue to produce 

reat works of similar character without 
urther serious effort, His group in marble, 
called “ Eternal Meeting,’’ appears some- 
what formless and not sailicientiy powerful in 
expression to justify the breadth of treat- 
ment and absence of detail which he has 
employed. 

In the Lecture Hall, the works in the 
centre of the room naturally command atten- 
tion by their size, and this year by their 
variety. ‘‘ Samson,” by Mr. F. M. Taub- 
man, is a decorative piece of sculpture of 
architectural form, in which vigorous pattern 
and texture are created in connection with 
the treatment of beard, hair and other de- 
tails. The sightless eyes are well suggested 
and form a powerful part of the conception. 
The hands convey a feeling of strength which 
is emphasised by such curiously small details 
as nails. The torso of the figure is set into 
square blocks of masonry, and it should be 
of real value if used in an important build- 


f a totally different character and treat- 
ment, yet with originality and unmistakable 
freshness of , is Atalanta ’’—a group 
consisting of a girl and dog, cast in plaster 
and stained to a rather attractive yellow 
colour. This group has a strong outline with 
square sculpturesque shapes and freshness of 
treatment which suggests that the artist, Mr. 
Ferdinand Blunstone, has much successful 
work in frent of him. 

** Night,” a group in South African marble, 
again displays a very substantial difference in 
treatment, conception and detail from either 
“ Atalanta” or ‘‘ Samson.’’ The marble is 
of rather a heavy grey colour, which, either 
by design or accident, has a clever grain- 
ing up one portion of a limb. The general 
conception is on broad lines, representing a 
female figure seated, the limbs carefully 

to give simple, massive outlines, 
decorated at the base by small inset nudes in 
attitudes of sleep. There is something noble 
about the general effect which is quite 
unmistakable, : 

The ‘“Segrave Trophy,” by Mr. Gilbert 
Bayes, is a statuette representing Britannia 
which is in the sculptor’s best manner. _ A 
combination of gilt and bronze is very skil- 
fully handled. The whole composition repre- 
sents a certain newness in the general shape 
of trophies, the originality 
and thought of the Academy. 

to the late Ralph Knott, 
by the same artist, achieves distinction by its 
simple, . straightforward handling, without 
perhaps striking any very original note or 
indicating any great advance in. memor 
of this. kind.. Immediately beneath it is a 
very attractive torso, a three-quarter portrait 
bust by Mr. W. H. Wright, the figure m 
dark green bronze, with pleasant handling of 
the angles of head, good use of the placing 
of the arms, and a very satisfactory arrange- 
ment of drapery. This torso has just suffi- 
cient newness in general atmosphere and out- 
line to remove it from the commonplace, and 
has a distinct character of its own.

to enter into the superficial spirit of the 
Mayfair drawing-room, and by good phan- 
tasy, clever relief, and the use of caricatare 
has produced a satire which should be 
piquant and striking if displayed in suffi- 
ciently simple decorative surroundi One 
can imagine easily this piece as the sole enrich- 
ment to an otherwise simple and striking 
colour scheme of flat surfaces. 

Perhaps the finest and most vigorous of the 
smaller works is “‘ The Spanish Comb,” by 
Mr. Alfred Oakley. This is a bust executed 
in Cuban mahogany, which is brilliantly 
carved, having all the shapes suitable to wood 
and making excellent use of the grain of the 
material, ificent characteristics and fine 
handling. . Oakley’s work in wood has 
been conspicuous for many years. This is, 
perhaps, the best thing he has ever done. 

An almost repulsive head, ‘‘ Malika,"’ b 
Miss Phyllis M. Tyler, is executed in reddi 
brown plaster which is strangely attractiye. 
It portrays a woman of the Pacific Islands 
type, which seems to have all the elemental 
force of a savage person coupled with some- 
thing of the intelligence of a Western head. 

Near it stands another broad and original 
treatment, by Mrs. Bessie 8. Callender, of an 
African baboon in stone. The general masses 
of the animal have been u as a hack- 
ground for the carving of its head, and the 
simple outline very cleverly suggests the 
power and characteristics of the animai, 
while the details and slight change in colour 
which has been used in modelling indicate 
mastery over animal form which is of the 
greatest value. 

** Youth,” a relief by Mr, Joseph Else, is 
typical of other work which has been pro- 
duced in Nottingham in recent years, having 
extremely simple planes with almost square 
edges. This intensive study of outline has 
produced work which is highly architectural, 
and therefore highly suitable, for decorative 
sculpture, and particularly of an applied 
order. This example of simple, flat planes in 
white marble is worth careful study and 
examination. 

A portion of what appears to be a really 
big work is that of the frieze in stone for 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants ef 
Mr. James A. Stevenson. This is rather dull. 
and belongs to a somewhat outmoded period 
of sculpture. 

‘The Bronze Door for the School of the 
Blind,”’ Liverpool, by Mr. James Woodford, 
is an example of the application of sculpture

The practice of the R.A. in recent years of 
distributing a certain number of busts and 
small works throughout the remaining rooms 
is a little open to question from the point of 
view of the artist whose works are thus dis- 
played, for he tends to get little or no atten- 
tion from the public. People passing through 
the rooms are principally interested in 
painting, and those interested in sculpture do 
not allow their interest to them care- 
fully through eight or nine galleries. It would 
almost be better to allot another room to 
sculpture and to surround it by some of the 
murals or architectural works. 


ARCHITECTURE AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY 


We conclude our review of the R.A. 
exhibits in the Architectural Room, com- 
menced in our last issue. 


Colleges and Schools, etc. 

Generally this class of exhibit shows less 
sureness of touch than other classes, but there 
are some talented examples shown. No. 
1316, the College of Nursing and Cow- 
dray Club, Cavendish-square, bp oe 
Edwin Cooper, is sound Renaissance work 
with a rusticated base, three stories of ashlar 
and recessed attic with mansard roof, illus- 
trated by a fime colour perspective by the 
architect. Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, in the pro- 
— Library at Cambridge, is also at his 

appiest in a fine study in scale and ver- 
ticality. Mr. Harvey’s drawing of this is 
good. (No. 1282.) 

Mr. Vincent Harris displays an unusual 
exhibit in the layout plan of the University 
College, Exeter. The skill with which axial 
planning has been applied to natural contours 
is very evident in the drawing, but the public 
may be somewhat mystified. (No. 1199.) 

Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne have 
definitely gone over to the Continental 
modernist style, in which they show con- 
siderable skill in the Burlington School for 
Girls, Streatham eo 1260). The general 

and order of mass makes one regret 
that these skilful designers could not content 
themselves with more familiar language. Mr. 
Farey illustrates this exhibit in a fine broad 
drawing. Mr. Maurice Webb’s Sebright 
School, Wolverley, Worcestershire (No, 1250), 
also capably rendered by Mr. Farey, shows 
‘considerable merit. 

The Royal Veterinary College, Beaufort 
Hospital for Animals, by Mr. ‘Hugh EQ. 
Maule (No. 1231), is very sound work, which 
is a pleasure to see. An interesting pseudo- 
constructional detail attractively and studi- 
ously rendered by Miss Duffell, appears in a 

rtion of the Merchant Taylors’ School by 

essrs. W. G. Newton and Partners. (No. 


1292). 

The Stainforth Vane, Weymouth College. 
by Messrs. Beresford Pite and Partners and 
Crickmay and Son (No. 1211), is fragmentary, 
but sound. In No, 1340 an unusual presenta- 
tion of an elevation of the gate lodges at St. 
Swithun’s School, Winchester, by Messrs. 
Mitchell and Bridgwater, with a background 
of the main buildings to a smaller scale, is not 
quite successful as an expedient, but this is 
undoubtedly a very fine group of buildings. 


Hotels, Blocks of Flats, etc. 

The most striking of these exhibits is the 
broad, civic treatment of an Hotel, Casino 
and Bathing Plage at Loutraki, Greece, by 
Messrs. TH Mawson and Son {No. 1256). A 
well-rendered drawing shows the nice 
coherent balance of this scheme, rather over 
powered by a large-scale landscape. No. 1283 
a pro Hotel at Hull, by Messrs. Scarlett 
and Ashworth, has merit, 


Guernsey, as was made in connection with 
the school recently referred to. There is no 


doubt of the skill of these designers, nor any 
doubt that they could express themselves 
with — ability in the traditional manner. 
(No. 1295.) The same applies to their flats 
in Park Lane (No. 1300). The latter illus- 
trated in a pencil perspective by Mr. Tait is 
expressive as a modernist phantasy. 

Other Commercial Buildings. 

Of these the now familiar headquarters 
of the Underground Railway is _pre- 
sented in an impressive perspective by Mr. 
which this cleverly planned building achieves. 
(No. 1328.) : 

Mr. G. J. shows an interesting 
modern work in his rebuilding scheme at 
Sackville-street, W., which is expressively 
illustrated in an able pen-and-ink drawing, in 
a style always interesting but rarely used 
these days. As will be seen from the drawing, 
ae up Sackville-street, on the right-hand 
side, is the design for a block of buildings 
comprising a pictare-gallery (No, 1247). 

Mr. Maxwell Ayrton’s new premises in 
Berkeley-square (No. 1285) are rather lack- 
ing in detail and interest, though it is a 
serviceable and workmanlike scheme, Nos. 
1201, 1204, 1205 and 1304 are other examples 
of commercial work of average ability 
Messrs. Nicholas and Dixon-Spain show a 
sound scheme in No. 1334, e Aladdin 
Building, Greenford, Middlesex. No. 1345 is 
a rather pink drawing of a very decent 
eighteenth-century fagade at Guildford, by 
Messrs. Ernest Bates and Sinning. 


Hospitals, Laboratories, etc. 


Messrs. Harry 8. Fairhurst and Son dis- 
play an excellent hospital plan, avoiding the 


‘institutional flavour in a style as sound as it 


is attractive (No. 1218). Sir Edwin Cooper 
again maintains his high standard of fresh 
traditional work in No. 1286, the New Medi- 
cal School and Pathological Institute at St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Paddington. A broad draw- 
ing by Mr. Walcot, ir somewhat subdued 
mood, admirably illustrates this work. 

Messrs. W. A. Pite, Son and Fairweather 
show an excellent hospital scheme for the 
Tuberculosis Hospital, near Cardiff, such as 
we expect of this firm (No. 1313). Another 
familiar firm of hospital architects, Messrs. 
Adams, Holden and Pearson, show a bird's-eye 
perspective of the Royal Northern Hospital 
(No. 1232), drawn by Mr. Bryett. 

A very fresh little work is the National 
Physical Laboratory at Teddington (com- 
pressed air tunnel building), No. 1249, which 
is shown as an orderly range of arcaded win- 
dows in a brick front in clean and unaffected 
style. Mr, Haden’s perspective is attractive. 
Miscellaneous Buildings. 

There are two adequate and suitable studies 
of sports pavilions both by Mr. Francis W. 
Troup, Nos. 1275 and 1357. Mr. Heritage’s

sympathetic of media (Nos. 1264 and 1265). 
Sir inald Blomfield displays a sketch 
of Waterloo Bridge widened by the corbelliag 
method. In his study for a suspension bridge 
near Charing Cross, the same author exhibits 
his talent for bridge design in a fine and 
imaginative conception. Some more perfect 
harmony might perhaps be desired bevween 
the greater masses and the delicate orders 
(Nos. 1270 and 1278). 


Domestic Work. 


The great number of domestic buildi ings 
displayed reach a high average of architec- 
tural quality, but they are far too numero:s 
to deal with in any detail. Special mention 
might be made of No. 1353, Messrs. A. Brown- 
rigg and Hiscock’s charming house at Hasle- 
mere, as much for the interesting roof lines 
and chimney massing as for the complete 
representation in perspective, plan and ele- 
vation, capably rendered in pen-and-ink by 
Mr. Eades. This contrasts with an imagina- 
tive landscape drawing amar Messrs. 
Milner and Craze’s Parcevall Hall, Apple 
trewic, Yorkshire, but leaving the architec- 
ture much to the imagination (No. 1223). 

Economical housing at its best is shown in 
Mr. Gerald Warren’s cottages at Egerton 
House, Newmarket (No. 1240). Mr, F. E. 
Green’s drawing of these is strong and indi- 
vidual. No, 1269 is one of the few exhibits 
combining photographic with orthographical 
rendering, and. the completeness of the I- 
formation so given does justice to Mr. W. i. 
Ansell’s charming loggia design. 

Mr. Roland F. is

CORRESPONDENCE 


The R.1.B.A. Competition. 

Sim,—A good many of us feel that a bad 
award has been made in the R.1.B.A. Pre- 
mises competition and that the erection of 
the design placed first would not reflect credit 
on architects or give the public a favourable 
impression of the skill and ability of our 
profession. 

Whether this view is justified or otherwise 
is, I think, a side issue. What is really 
needed is that means should be found that 
would eliminate the possibility of building 
** mistakes.’” This can be done by giving full 
opportunity for the revision of awards which 
can be shown on further investigation to have 
been made in error, 

It is unjust that a public body should be 
asked to accept an award as being “‘ final and 
binding” if it can be shown to be mistaken; 
it-is unjust to those who have produced what 
is better, and it is detrimental to the public 
appreciation of an art which should be based 
on the best which is available in any given 


case, 

There should be an interval of a fortnight 
or so, during which an a 1 could be 
lodged. If no appeal is e the award is 
strengthened; if an is dismissed, the 
award has received additional justification ; 
while if the a is allowed, injustice has 
been prevented. 

Our judges are not discredited because a 
legal decision may be appealed against and 
reversed by a higher court. Why should not 


an assessor’s award be subject to the same - 


safeguard? 
The machinery for such a change can be 
readily arranged, nor need it be erther ex- 


pensive or intricate. Justice should be our 
aim, and not the protection of any individuals, 
however eminent, from criticism.

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THE R.I.B.A. NEW PREMISES COMPETITION 


By FRANK BENNETT, A.R.I.B.A. 


Il.—THE OROSS-SECTIONS. 

Tue cross-section in this competition is 
particularly important. In a sense it is the 
most important of the twelve odd drawings 
which comprise each set. Not only does it 
expose the vital structure of the building, 
but it gives a quiek indication of the posi- 
tions of the various rooms which otherwise 
have to be sorted out on six or seven plans. 


Making a tour of the exhibition and look- 
ing at the eross-sections only, it is apparent 
that the designs selected by the assessors as 
being worthy of the premiums and commen- 
dations are mostly those with the best cross- 
sections. If the competition were to be re- 
judged by lining up all the cross-sections side 
by side and taking all the other drawings 
away the result would undoubtedly come out 
much the same as it is now. 


The cross-section in this competition is the 
acid test of a scheme’s merit; at once it indi- 
cates the massing, the structural form, the 
internal distribution, the basement excava- 
tion, the vertical composition of rooms and 
the style of interior decoration. One sees 
how in some schemes the cross-section has 
dominated the planning, and how in others 
it has more or less happened as an outcome 
of the planning. In some schemes, again, 
where the = and elevations appear to be 
quite excellent, the cross-section simply does 
not work, 

The five cross-sections illustrated on these 
pages in sketch form have been selected as 
interesting and esentative examples. 
That of the winning scheme (Fig. 1) is to

be distinguished not only for its general 
quality as a design, but also for its stanchion 
divisions, which gave & satisfying proportion 
horizontally and keep the maximum girder 
Spans down to about 30ft.—except in the 
one case over the Meetin inst 
40 ft. in other schemes. fs is quite probable 
that the disposing of the stanchion points 
was the first step taken in arriving at this 
solution of the problem, 

The assessors seem to have had’a definite 
preference for the Meeting Room being placed 
on a level below that of the Banqueting Hall 
and the Library above. Three out of the 
five premiated schemes, including the first 
and second, are arranged this way, as will 
be seen from this diagram, which also shows 
the various levels in relation to the ground- 
floor approach :— 


From this analysis it may be assumed that 
the assessors favoured an easy approach from 
the entrance to both the Meeting Room and 
the Banquetin Hall, and that Scheme No. 1 
achieved the arrangement by splitti 
the roach. It is apparently antici ted 
that numbers of the public will be 
visiting the Banqueting Hall in its fune- 
tion as an Exhibition Hall constantly, and

to place this room on an upper floor, as in 
Figs. 4 and 5, would cause a confusion of 
traffie. 

The vast Banqueting Hall in Fig. 2 is a 
fine conception, but that in Fig. 1 dominates 
the section in a more economical way without 
being less interesting., Giving the Library 
preference of position and height, as in Fig. 
4, is an interesting point of view. 

It is to be noticed how differently the 
rear court has been used in various schemes. 
In Figs. 1, 3 and 4, the opportunity to build 
up to a maximum of the first-floor level has 
been fully exploited, although a large base- 
ment underneath, with little or no daylight, 
is unavoidable. In scheme No. 1, an area at 
the side of the Meeting Room serves to light 
both the basement and one side of the Meet- 
ing Room, while in Fig. 2 the rear court is 
left entirely open, allowing direct light to 
penetrate down into the basement. In Mr. 
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Wornum’s scheme, top as well as side light 
is available for the meeting room, but he has 
preferred to use the side light only and 
develop the top as a roof garden. The second 
premiated design has a roof garden right on 
top of the main building, while another

scheme has a roof towards W th- 
street at the level. 

In these cross-sections several aspects of 
the massing are made clear. In Figs. 1, 4 
and 5 the structures fill out the building on 
Weymouth-street, while in Fig. 2, and par- 
ticularly Fig. 3, a large portion of the avail- 
able cube is given up to setting back. In 
Fig. 3 the setting back seems to be prompted 
by a desire to gain a balance of fs shack 
the central axis, while in Fig. 2 it gains cross 
ight for the Library and reduces the lettable 
offices to an adequate width. In . 1 the 
latter results are achieved by sacrificing cube 
on the inner side. The cutting of an area 
down the middle of the lettable offices, an 
expedient adopted by numerous competitors, 
has the advantage of giving centre top light 
to the upper part of the R.I.B.A. rooms and 
lights the inner sides of the offices, but is ex- 
pensive in construction (see Fig. 5). A smal) 
area in the top of the offices in Fig. 4 obviates 
the otherwise unreasonable darkness occa-

sioned by the great width from window to 
window. Some schemes at the Exhibition 
show offices over 3 ft. deep with external 
windows reaching no more than 8 ft. 6 in. 
from the ground, 

The quality of interior decoration exposed 
by most of the sections is not nearly as good 
as it could be. Many schemes, otherwise 
attractive, have failed to seize the unusual 
opportunity to suggest designs for this par- 
ticular branch of architecture which is offer- 
ing so much scope to-day. One receives the 
impression that competitors had spent too 
much time in perfecting their plans and were 
forced to rush their desi in with conven- 


* tional decoration made during the last few 


days. Mr. T. Braddock’s scheme is interest- 
ing for its modern interior, which is stadied 
with much care and pleasantly suggested.

Mr. George Drysdale has a cross-section on 
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similar lines to Fig. 1, but his main stair 
leads directly up into the Banqueting Hall. 
Fig. 2 is from design hy 
Messrs. Roscoe and Wylson and is also the 
eneral form of the commended design by 
Ses: Richardson and Gill, except in 
the latter the rear court contains a boiler- 
house and the Banqueting Hall is lit on both 
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sides. The design by Messrs. Bucknell, Arm- 
strong and Ellis is also similar, but with the 
Meeting Room on the ground floor. _ 

Fig. 3 is adapted from Messrs. Vine and 
Vine’s scheme and is also the basis in form of 
those by Messrs. Scarlett and Ashworth, 
Gleane and Martin, of Manchester, and 
Rowse, Jeffreys and Carnegie, the last having 
the Banqueting Halli in the basement. 

Fig. 4 is taken from Messrs. Whinney, Son 
and Austen Hall’s scheme, and Fig. 5 from 
that by Mr. T. Braddock, the latter bein 
similar in silhouette to the second premia 
design by Mr, V. 0. Rees, except for the 
addition of the central area. 


Ill.—THE EXTERIOR. 


Ir the drawings at Thames House had been 
judged on their elevations alone, what would 
ave been the result? Undoubtedly the 
awards would have been quite differently 
distributed, and some of the lesser-noticed 
designs would have come into prominence. 

This is the author’s selection of the best 
ten designs, considered entirely for their 
elevations :— 

1. Messrs. Richardson and Gill. 

2. Mr. E. Maxwell Fry. 

3. Mr. M. Brown, of Toronto. 

4. Messrs. Kenyon, Timmis, Lake and 
Littler, of Liverpool. 

5. Mr. G. Grey Wornum. 

6. Mr. O. P. Milne, 

7. Messrs. Stanley Hall, Easton and 
Robertson. 

8. Messrs. Roscoe and Wylson. 

9. Mr. P. J. B. Harland.

This selection is made primarily on three 
counts: character, expression of plan and 
structure, and quality of handling. Few 
people would agree on the exact character to 


be expressed, the R.I.B.A. being a learned 
body closely linked with old. traditions, yet 
eminently “modern” in its close and 


_ Vigorous contact with contemporary life. 


Again, the importance of the “ dignity” 
stress in an age of changing values might be 
interpreted in different ways. 

Plan e ion, as ever, is an honest 
statement of the contents of the building, 
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but structural expression, in this instance, 
ought to be the indication of the steel 
structure, with its light clothing of stone- 
work. The quality of handling involves not 
only the ——* of solids and voids, but 
the choice of style, if any, and the adapta- 
tion or invention of detail. 

At the exhibition one is to be over- 
whelmed by the variety of conventional 
styles and adapted characters forced on to 
a building which undoubtedly calls for the 
creation of a new precedent in both these 
respects. There are ‘‘ Business Houses ’’ of 
both the 5th Avenue and Kingsway types; 
there are — banks, Italian palaces, 
Edwardian clubs, provincial town halls, in- 
flated Greek temples, daylight factories, and 
one or two prisons. The influence of the 
foreign experimenter is not, however, so 
marked. oyd Wright and Ostberg have 
their adherents, but there is very little 
following for Le Corbusier or Mendelsohn. 

The exterior by Messrs. Richardson and 
Gill, here adjudged first, is not an outstand- 
ing winner, and not completely convincing 
on paper, but it is a steel building and it 
establishes a definite conception of a charac- 
ter. It is light and unaffected, and 
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its proportions are —— with t 
ability; there are low relief 
concession to tradition is made in the detail 
of the mouldings. As a whole, this design 
conveys that sense of a new and energetic 
R.LB.A., moving well forward in the van 
of progress. 

Mr. Maxwell Fry is here given second place 
for a horizontal design, easy to criticise 
in many ways, but bravely progressive, 
ruthlessly stated and uncommonly success- 
ful, in spite of all the established and 
venerable traditions which it ignores. 


Mr. M. Brown’s design, no doubt founded 
on an exile’s finer appreciation of the 
beauties of the mother city, is a subtle 
— in the Regency style, incorporating 
— es of both the preceding and subsequent 

yles. 

_ The fourth design ranks with the first for 
its quality of lightness and excellent propor- 
tions; the sixth is again simple and of good 
proportions, and the seventh, with a caryatid 
portico, is pronounced for its scholarly and 
academic appearance. 2 

Number nine is a “‘ modern ”’ ign, ex- 
plained in one of the best half-inch details 
in the exhibition, but over large in its 
windows. Messrs. Gleave and Martin’s de- 
sign is a clean study in solid and void, with 
a fine Greek spirit pleasantly adapted.

some of those commended or _pre- 
miated, allowed the side elevation to dominate 
the front, while barely one competitor suc- 
ceeded in designing a satisfactory corner

The six sketches reproduced illustrate these 
points and represent some of the more 
prominent types of massing. Fig. 9 has a 
convincing front facade, but is over-discon- 
nected from its surroundings, while Fig. 8, 
with a side tower, comes near to being a 
corner building although the massing is some- 
what too dramatic. e symmetrical mass 
and fenestration of Fig. 10 is dignified and in 

scale, but a little ponderous. In eschew- 
ing the minor variations of mass it probably 
succeeds where Fig. 11 fails. The building 
required is not very large, and as one of a 
street group a striving after interesting form 
for itself would be unsuitable. Like Fig. 7, 
and again like the actual winner—which is 
significant of the assessors’ point of view—it 
fills out the frontages on both streets, 

The B.B.C. building has set a character for 
Portland-place which it may or may not be 
desirable to adapt, but that form of competi- 
tion for giving emphasis to the individual 
buildings in one street which has served to

mar the appearance of many London streets 
in the past should certainly be avoided now.

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FIRST INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
CONTEMPORARY ART, VENICE 


Tuis congress, held from il 30 te May 3, 
which is the first. of ite 
by the XVIII Bienniale of Venice, and 
arranged at that place with the eighteenth 
bi-annual Exhibition of Modern Art now 
being held in Venice. The task which the 
promoters had set themselves and the Italian 
and foreign delegates was one of considerable 
difficulty—no less than that of securing 
agreement in the solution of the many urgent 
roblems wheh é¢onfront them by a mixed 
lady of architects, painters, sculptors, art 
critics, art dealers, and writers of many 
different types and nations. 


The usual error of including too many sub- | 


jects of a controversial nature in the agenda 
allowed insufficient time for a full discussion 
and close study of the more important ques- 
tions, but in spite of this, many interesting 
and novel solutions, most. of which were 
international in character, were debated, and 
agreement was reached on several questions 
of importance. Space does not permit a 
detailed report of the discussion of all the 
subjects on the agenda, but one may select 
those which are of more i interest 
to the architect and designer. 

The first of those to be discussed was the 
difficult question of artistic copyright. Here 
the consensus of opinion appeared to be that 
it should be the inalienable right of the de- 
signer of an architecturd) composition to 
superintend its execution; that the owner of 
a building should not have the right to alter 
it in such a way as to detract from its artistic 
character without the consent of the author, 
nor should it be ible to destroy or pull 
down a building of artistic character without 
some compensation to the architect who de- 
signed it, 

One delegate sounded a note of warning 
in suggesting that care should be taken 
{in proposing any amendment to the existing 
convention with regard to artistic copyright 
in general) that one did not frighten clients 
and patrons and thus make the artist’s chance 
of getting commissions even more precarious 
thag it is already. 

It may here be noted that the question of 
artistic copyright as it affects the architect 
was discussed at some length at the last 
international congress of architects at Buda- 
pest in 1930, when a resolution dealing with 
several of the points here again discussed was 
unanimously agreed to. The difficulty which 
has yet to be overcome is how such tesolu- 
tions are to be made effective; probably the 
only means is in persistently advocating them 
until appropriate action is taken by the legis- 
lators in each country concerned. . 

An interesting point was made by an 
Italian delegate with regard to town-planning 
schemes. He pointed out that it frequently 
occurred that in competition for the replan- 
ning or development of an urban area no 
single solution was ideal, but that several 
competitors solved one or more of the prob- 
lems quite well. In such cases the premiums 
were usually awarded in the order of merit; 
the competitor placed first was he who had 
satisfactorily solved the largest number of 
problems; the second was per not 80 
good on most of the scheme but much better 
ge the winner in one or two places, and 

on. 

He suggested that the principle which they 
wished to see respected, that the designer 
should € out his own work, was 
sat'sed by appointing the three or more 
prer: ated competitors to supervise the execu- 
tion of the composite plan jointly. If this 
was not done there was the strong probability 
that the work would be carried out by the 
municipal authorities fhemselves, as there 
was usually a clause in the conditions of the

were thus freed from any further responsi- 
bility towards their’ authors. This appeared 


to be contrary to the laws t catt 
copyright, respecting artistic 


: based on the idea that 
artists, as ig seg of works of intrinsic 
value, should have the same facilities with 
regard to financial assistance and credit as 
producers in the industrial sphere of national 
effort. The idea, which is a novel one, re- 
ceived general support; and the scheme is 
that a credit institution. combining the char- 
acter of the “ Mont de piété,” or pawnshop, 
and a bank, should be constituted with suf 
cient capital to buy works of art at a mini- 
mum price to be fixed by competent assessors, 
which they would realise as circumstances 
permitted; the profit realised would be 
shared between the bank and the artist, and 
the part which went to the former could be 
available for further purchases. The scope of 
the institution to be effective should be inter- 
national. 

The advantage of the scheme to the artist 
is that he would not have to wait for pay- 
ment, but would have a small and immediate 
payment which would enable him to carry on 
work. The difficulties were admitted by the 
authors of the paper to be great, but the 
scheme had the merit of being a permanent 
solution of the difficulty which faced many 
artists of talent—that of finding a market 
for work which had a pofential value just as 
real as many industrial products which had 
no difficulty in obtaining the financial assist- 
ance required for production. It was decided 
to refer this question to a sub-committee 
which would be international in character 
and should draw up a scheme after investi- 
gating the various possibilities and sugges- 
tions which had been put forward. 

The discussion of the question of inter- 
national architectural competitions occupied 
the greater part of one session, but was 
rather mixed up with competitions generally. 
The general view of Italian delegates 
appeared to be that existing regulations for 
architectural competitions were unsatisfac- 
tory for the following reasons :—The condi- 
tions were often ambiguous and there was 
not sufficient guarantee that premiums would 
be paid or that the winner would be entrusted 
with the execution of the work. It was also 
suggested that the names and qualifications 
of the jury should be published with the 
conditions, and that a —— tribunal should 
be set up to inquire into and settle genuine 
cases of injustice, and that a set of model 
conditions should be drawn up and used in 
all cases. 

The reader of the paper said he thought 
that all kinds of artistic competitions should 
not be open to anyone, but only to those who 
were properly qualified to carry out the work 
if awarded the first premium. Several other 
points were made during the discussion : that 
the condition of anonymity should be aban- 
doned, as it was usually evaded in one way 
or another, and if competitors signed their 
works it would actually facilitate rather than 
hamper the work of the jury. 

One delegate instanced the case of a recent 
town-planning competition in Italy where, 
although the designs were submitted under a 
motto, their authors were known to all the 
jury, and it would have been of great assist- 
ance in making the award to interview com- 
petitors and conduct @ sort of vivd-voce ex- 
amination as to the way in which some de- 
tails of their schemes would be worked out. 
This seems an interesting suggestion, and one 
which might be considered by our own com- 

ition committees. 
sone point of interest was the general 
opinion that a competition was much to be 


preferred to the employment of State officials 


in the case of important public buildings. 
One delegate affirmed that though a 
titions give the best results, 
official art and atchitecture were invariably 
bad.

UNCOMPLETED 
CONTRACTS

Ir the contractor fails to complete the 
building contract within its terms, the em- 
~— is entitled to claim inter alia the dif- 
erence between the agreed lump-sum price 
for the work and the price it actually costs 
him to complete it by other methods. Such 
claim would include also the cost of making 
good defects for which the original contrac- 
tor was responsible under the terms of the 
original contract. But if, owing to the de- 
fault of the employer or his agent, the de- 
fects are not discovered within the period of 
the maintenance clause, or, in the absence of 
a@ maintenance clause, within a reasonable 
time after completion, it appears that the 
original contractor may not be held liable for 
them at all. And in any case, the employer 
is only entitled to recover such a sum as 
would have remedied the defects at the time 
they should have been discovered had he or 
his architect exercised reasonable skill and 
diligence. What is a reasonable time is in 
all cases a question of fact. 


Maintenance. 

The maintenance clause found in most 
building contracts has the effect of determin- 
ing the liability of the contractor at a fixed 
time limit after the date of completion. It is 
essential that the contractor should see to it 
that in all instances the virtual date of com- 
pletion is agreed in order that the date from 
which the maintenance period commences to 
run be definitely recorded. Where an archi- 
tect is employed, date of ‘‘completion’’ means 
date of certified completion, i.e., date of the 
architect’s certificate of completion. Where 
there is no architect, the contractor and em- 
ployer should agree the exact date when 
completion is alleged and aceepted. 

Notice of Defects.

Special decorations, such as period work, 
leather work, tapestry hangings, etc,, should 
be given special attention, and remember that 
old oak elling is still to be found hidden 
away behind paint or plaster. Note the con- 
dition of parquet and wood-block flooring. 
See that all lacquering, polishing, oxydising 
and gilding is in good order, and that all iron 
work is finished in a satisfactory manner.

§1x,—Having attended the Royal Academy 
Exhibitions for many years and paid par- 
ticular attention to Architecture Room, I 
have been impressed with the extent to 
which the latter section fails to reach or hold 
the interest of the general public. Walking 
round the room on an average day, with eyes 
and ears well open, it is most obvious from 
the conversations one overhears that nine out 
of ten of the visitors are either architects, 
architectural students, or friends and rela- 
tives, suitably impressed and admiring, of 
the actual exhibitors. The general public 
simply does not look in, though to fail to 
explore every corner of the remaining gal- 
leries would be a social crime. To have seen 
the pictures is the correct thing, but to visit 
the architectural room is not necessary, and 
Society duly issues its dispensation. Smart 
gossip is alive with parrot comment upon the 

intings, but is dumb to architecture. It 
is true that we need not weep unduly over 
this, for our allied artists are welcome to the 
worship ; we do great 
of more silent people who parade - 
leries in active interest, but. who fail to find 
arresting interest in our corner. 

In what way can we attract the intelligent 
public into the Architecture Room? One 
would imagine that the chief thing would be 
to display fine architecture; but it is evi- 
dently not enough, for the most caustic 
critics must admit that each year there is a 
large amount of fine architecture on view. 
But shall we convey the architectural idea to 
Apis interested public by the usual pictorial 

{foeans’ Does the brilliant brushwork of our 
better-known artists convey to the untech- 
nical public the grandeur and majesty of 
this, the greatest of the arts? 

There is no doubt that those who have been 
educated to ju with some intelligence the 
work of the paimters are more likely to ap- 
poate the brilliant but impressionistic 

rushwork of a certain school of perspective 

artists. Such studies made an appeal to a 
certain artistic sense. But this appeal falls 
short of that made by the franker subjects 
in the other eries, while quite failing to 
convey the solidity and reality of fine archi- 
tecture. 
_ Architecture is more faithfully presented 
in a more realistic fashion; but this is a style 
of rendering which runs counter to contem- 
porary taste among the painters, and our 
intelligent lay critic has ik the capacity to 
appreciate the difference of aim. oa d- 
ing to perey technical drawings in plan, 
elevation and section, the layman is entirely 
mystified. He cannot appreciate the ap- 
parent distortions of true orthographical pro- 
jection, and he hastens from a room where 
so little trouble is taken to attract his 
interest. 

Yet we can always observe the interest 
which a model will arouse among those who 
pass hy the more orthodox exhibits. Here is 
Something at least which the layman can 
understand, for it is im miniature what he is 
himself seeing in the streets, and he can 
judge something of the actual effect upon his 
Senses which the building presented is likely 
to have in fact. I would venture to predict 
that if Sir Edwin Lutyens had exhibited a 
scale model of his magnificent Metropolitan 
Cathedral at Liverpool this year, in place, or 
support, of his drawings, the pub-

PRESERVATION OF 
RURAL ENGLAND 


Tus fifth annual meeting of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England was 
held at the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, Conduit-street, on May 3, The prin- 
cipal — for discussion was the Town and 
Country Planning Bill now before Parliament. 
Lord wiord was in the chair. 


The annual report made reference to the 
unexpected opposition the Bill has aroused 
in Committee. This opposition, it is stated, 
“* was developed from two directions. Prob- 
bably the strongest, numerically, is aimed 
at the urban effects of the Bill, owing to a 
natural nervousness of its relation to laad 
values. . . . The final result cannot be 
known until the Bill has passed its further 
stages, but the Bill as amended at present 
in Standing Committee is undoubtedly, from 
the point of view of the real development 
of the country on economic and seemly lines, 
a weaker instrument than it was in the form 
in which it was introduced by Sir Edward 
Hilton Young as Minister of Health.’’ 


Sir Hilton Young said that he had 
thought it right to make i 
on the Town and Country Planning Bill a 
real discussion on its machinery, with a view 
to securing for it the support of those in- 
terests which would have to take part in its 
working. To be successful, town and coun- 
try planning must not be a system imposed 
from the centre; it must be a co-operative 
effort between the Ministry of Health, the 
planning authorities, and the owners and 
vceupiers interested in the land affected. 
As to the prinei changes in the Bill, 


a restriction had placed on the 
nable area. It did not seriously il the 
powers of planning authorities. Thé powers 


as they now would enable schemes to 
be made in the first place in built areas— 
not only the areas where public improvements 
or new development was likely to take place, 
but also areas which might be affected by 
them, that was, broadly, areas which might 
be properly said to be within their sphere 
of influence. Secondly, in rural areas, these 
powers would include any land so situated, 
in relation to land which was already de 
veloped, as to make its inclusion in @ scheme 
expedient. Here, again, it would be ible 
to prepare schemes for any rural |, which 
came so within the sphere of development 
of any urban area, or any area where de- 
velopment was likely, that the preperation 
of a scheme for the rural land was expedient. 
In addition, of course, Yeap were the express 

wers for planning comprising places 
natural interest or beauty, and that was, 
again, a very wide power.

The other principal changes made in the 
Bill concerned the vexed topics of compensa- 
tion and betterment.

As to hetter- 
ment, the existing percentage of 75 per cent, 
was to stand, but satan would only be 
immediately payable in respect of the exist- 
ing use of the land, with « right to the 
authority to make a claim in respect of & sab- 
sequent change of user. Further, betterment 
would only be payable when the actual bene- 
fit. of the betterment had been realised.

RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS AND 
RECENT LEGISLATION. 
-A dealing with ‘The Effect of 
Recent Legislation on Restrictive Covenants 
and their Enforcement ”’ was read before 
this Institation by Mr. W. T. Creswell, Hon. 
A.R.LB.A., A.S.L, on Monday. 

The law relating to restrictive covenants, 
said the lecturer, had greatly increased in 
importance during the last few years due to 
particular legislation and to the higher 
standard and the increased cost of living and 
to the added burdens of taxation. There was 
@ great claim that the restrictions which 
were but had now become 
oppressive, uld be removed, in order that 
any building might be used for other pur- 

than those originally intended and so 
me saleable or lettable. The law relating 
to the sale of land and to leases of property 
was considerably modified by the legislation 
which brought in the new law of property, 
and more particularly by the Law of Pro- 
— Act, 1925; though it had to be remem- 
that the basis of the law was neces- 
sarily still the common law of the land as 
exemplified by the decided cases. The Act 
of 1 did not change the pre-existing law 
as to liability in to restrictive 
covenants. But it should be noted that under 
Sections 10-14 of the Land Charges Act, 1925, 
@ restrictive covenant (other than between 
— and lessee), if 
void im respect to one w 
for value, even if he had ‘edie “ot it, unless 
it was istered as a land charge at the 
office of the Land Registry or in the local 
deeds registry. 

What was a covenant? A covenant was a 
promise or agreement made under seal; and 
@ promise made under seal was binding, 
even if there was no consideration involved 
in the agreement. The parties to the 
covenant, or some one of them, were or was 
bound under it to do, or not to do, a specified 
thing ¢.g., to pay rent or not to carry on 


des in or on the premises. And, in 
general, in construing a covenant the 
phraseology was interpreted more in favour 


of the covenantee than that of the covenantor, 
having regard, of course, to the intention of 
the parties; this was gathered by considering 
the whole of the text and context of the 
ent in which the covenant or covenants 
© covenants were positive 
covenants, such as a lessee’s covenant to do 
repairs; others were negative covenants, such 
as @ lessee’s covenant not to assign or sub-let 
the premises. The burden and Tenefit of a 
covenant concerning land “ran with the 
land" (in equity) as between lessor and 
lessee. As between those who are otherwise 
interested in land, the benefit, but not the 
burden, of the covenant might run with the 
land at law; though in the latter ease, if the 
covenant was a negative covenant, the burden 
also might run with the land. When a posi- 
tive covenant was contained in a lease and 
the covenant related to something already 
in existence, it had been the rule that an 
assignee of the lease was bound by it. If it 
related to something not already in existence, 
an assignee was not bound by it unless the 
term “ assigns ’’ was expressly put in the 
covenant. Now, under Section 79 of the Law 
of Property Act, 1925, a positive covenant 
would appear to be binding on the assignee of 
a lease whether “ assigns’’ were mentioned or 
not, and although the subject-matter might 
oe in existence when the covenant was 
m 


Relief under Statutes. 


Hovstnc snp Town Acts.— 
Legislation first commenced to interfere with 
restrictive covenants by Section 27 of the 
Housing and Town Planning Act, 1919, and 
that interference was continued by re-enact- 
ment in Section 102 of the Housing Act, 1925. 
Under the last section relief was given against 
the enforcement of restrictive covenants in 
respect to (a) covenants in leases, and () 
the conversion of a single house into two or 


more tenements. The section was not con- 
fined to houses which, if converted into tene- 
ments, could readily be let for occupation 
by persons of the working classes, but it 
was of general application, and applied where 
the house, if converted, could be let for occu- 
pation by persons of any class. (See Johnston 
v. Machonachie (1921), 1 K.B. 239.) Under 
the provisions of that Act, the County Court, 
on application, had the power to vary the 
terms of a lease if it was proved that 
“owing to changes in the character of th 
neighbourhood in which the house is situ- 
ate, the house cannot readily be let as a 
single tenement, but could readily be let for 
occupation in two or more tenements.” 


Town Pranninc.—In it might be 
stated that the Town Planning Act of 1925 
imposed restrictions upon whole areas similar 
in all respects to those imposed by restrictive 
covenants on land and buildings; for, under 
Section 1 of the Act, the town planning 
authority had power to propose or adopt, in 
their town planning scheme, not only land 
“in the course of development or likely to 
be used for building purposes,’ but also to 
include land already built upon or not likely 
to be used for building purposes if “‘ so situ- 
ate with respect to any land likely to be 
used for building purposes that the general 
object of the scheme would be better secured 
by its inclusion,” and, under Section 7 of the 
Act, the authority might remove, pull down, 
or alter any building, or alter work (in the 
area included in the scheme) if it was such 
as to contravene the scheme, or in the erec- 
tion or carrying out of which any provision 
of the scheme not. been complied with. 
Section 4 of the Act provided that the Minis- 
ter of Health might make an order authorising 
the development of estates, and that building 
— should be proceeded with pendi 
the preparation, adoption or making an 
approval of a local town planning scheme; 
and anv such order was registerable under 
Part III. of the Local Land Charges Rules, 
1925. It was true that once the order wus 
made, the person injuriously affected by the 
scheme was entitled to compensation in re- 
spect of the buildings under such an 
order, if they subsequently were demolished 
under the scheme. But if no order had been 
given, then compensation was not obtainable 
in respect to work begun after the resolu- 
tion of the authority to prepare or adopt a 
scheme, except in t to any contract 
of which it could be shown that it was 
entered into before the resolution was passed. 
Although the resolution referred to did not 
impose any encumbrance or restrictions on 
the land. it would be seen it had the effect 
of sterilising it. Moreover, it prevented un- 
reasonable claims being made by persons who 
had bought up land subject to the scheme, 
with the hope of profiting by compensation 
in due course. (See In re Forsey and Holle- 
bone’s Contract (1927), 2 Ch. 379.) 


Rent Resrricrion Acts.—By Section 5 (a) 
of the Act of 1920, if any obligation of the 
tenancy was broken, it was one of the grounds 
for recovering possession of a dwelling-house. 
But a tenant holding over by virtue of 
the Act was not failing to perform an obli- 
gation of the tenancy by reason of his lease 
containing the usual express condition for 
possession by the landlord on termination 
of the lease. (See Artisans, Labourers and 
General Dwellings Co., Lid., v. Whitaker 
(1919), 2 K.B., 301.) If, however, the lease 
contained a proviso for re-entry and notice 
had been given as required by Section 146 
of the Law of Property Act, 1925, the Court 
had a discretion as to giving possession, and 
would not necessarily grant possession when 
there was a right of entrv on non-navmert 
of rent. (See Reeks v. Shelley (1920), 36 
T. L. R., 868.)

Power was given to the “ the 
authority ’’ (viz., one of the official arbitrators 
appointed under the Acquisition of Land 
(Assessment of Compensation) Act, 1919) to 
discharge restrictions wholly, or partially, or 
to modify them, subject or not to the pay- 
ment of compensation on any one of three 
grounds :— 

(a) That by reason of changes in the 
character of the property or the neighbour- 
hood, or other material circumstances, the 
restrictions ought to be deemed obsolete, 
or that its continued existence, or its exist- 
ence without modification, would impede 
the reasonable user of the land for public 
or private purposes, without securing prac- 
tical benefits to other persons; or 

(6) That the persons of full age, and 
capacity, entitled to the benefit of the re- 
striction have agreed, either expressly or 
impliedly, to the same being di or 
modified ; or 

(c) That the proposed discharge or modi- 
fication will not injure the persons entitled 
to the benefit of the restriction.

Hee competition were painfully apparent. 
Architects were suffering terribly from unem- 


ployment; local authorities had been most 
abrupt and complete in their abandonment of 
jong established programmes of building, but 
private persons everywhere were holding u 
their schemes, with the result that thoug 
building was cheaper now than it was ever 
likely to be again, scarcely any was being done, 
and many architects and architectural assis- 
tants were almost destitute. He urged private 
individuals and public authorities to consider 
whether they could not carry out at least a 
modified programme of building instead of 
adding so much to the burden of unemploy- 
ment. If building was out of the question, 
the architectural staffs could be cmaleren on 
invaluable survey work. Perhaps some work 
could be found for young architects as de- 
signers to English manufacturers when the 
new tariffs tempted them. It was a unique 
opportunity for English firms to show that 
they could produce things which were beauti- 
ful, not just ornamental. 
Continuing, the President urged all archi- 
tects to use all their influence to help to make 
the development which was taking place so 
widely in the three counties, most and worst 
perhaps in Essex, which was so English in 
its lovely countryside, into something of which 
we could be proud and not ashamed. He wel- 
comed the formation last year of the Hertford- 
shire Society, and still more recently the Essex 
branch of the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England. Now, as Cambridge had 
also its preservation society as well as 
C.P.R.E., all the counties had their societies. 
Architects also who were on architectural 
panels could do a most valuable work. Cam- 
bridge and Hertfordshire had their separate 
panels, and so had the West Essex and 
Southend Chapters of the society. He em 
phasised how very useful these panels could 
rove if only the local authorities or private 
individuals would ask for their help and 
advice, which was given free. In 
the President said he was not asking for a 
country architecture of creosoted half-timber 
and ‘‘olde Englyshe shoppes.” The modern 
building—factory, house or shack—had prob- 
lems and their own best solutions, simple. 
unornamental and inevitable; roofs might be 
flat or roofs might be pitched. The true archi- 
tect was he who, with a mind stored with the 
beauty of the English countryside, could pro- 
duce something fresh, simple and vital.

THE LESSONS OF EXPERIENCE.—xXx

SANITARY FITTINGS FOR SMALL 
HOUS 


Tuere are still a great many districts that 
are not vet served by public sewers, and others 
that are without any controlled water supply, 
and it thus frequently happéns that the ae 
lems presented to the architect and/or builder 
are not easy ones. Solutions can, of course, 
generally be found if the site is not an im- 
possible one, but the architect may not be able 
to afford the cost of the ideal and must per- 
force adopt something second or even third- 
rate. The builder is not quite so badly een 
because it is not always necessary that he 
should take full responsibility. He may, for 
instance, tell the would-be house owner that a 
cesspool will cost, say, £25, whereas a septic 
tank and filter chamber dealing with the same 
volume will cost anything from £75 to £150, 
and then leave the decision to the client. But 
both architect and/or builder have a grave 
responsibility to shoulder, where, as some- 
times happens, both a well and a tank are 
necessary on a small site. In such cases the 
client’s decision must on no account be 
accepted if it is in conflict with the laws of 
good practice, and if necessary the commission 
should be refused. If the site is a very small 
one the well should be considered before any- 
thing is decided as to the general lay-out of 
the buildings; it should be so placed that the 
natural fall of the surface is away from it. 
In former times the wells were ane sunk in 
what was to be the house yard, so as to be as 
convenient as possible in regard to access. 
‘They were generally lined with dry brickwork 
—i.e., bricks having no mortar in the a 
and they were thus very liable to pollution. 
It is very difficult sometimes to get small 
country well sinkers to abandon this practice 
of lining with open brickwork, and if not 
watched they have been known to top up a 
well having a shaft of concrete tubes with a 
few courses of brickwork, despite the fact 
that nothing but gravel and sand were met 
with while sinking. This arises out of the 
circumstance that many country wells are 
mere collecting chambers, dependent on 
average rainfall, and are thus liable to go dry 
after a fairly long spell of summer weather. 
But although the country well sinker can 
hinder the architect, he can also help him. 
As a rule he is himself a well of stored-up 
information, and can tell one the depth of any 
wells round about which dry up in summer ; 
and if he is carefully ‘‘ pumped ”’ and his 
information is collated. a fair estimate of pro- 
babilities may be arrived at. 

One of the first things to be done is to get 
ai analysis made of water drawn from neigh- 
bouring wells. The results will sometimes be 
tather startling, and one may wonder how it 
is that the neighbourhood has not been de- 
populated } . These results from 
analysis need a little study as it by no means 
follows that because the neighbouring wells 
are yielding impure water at a given depth, 
similar impurity will be found in a properly 
constructed well driven to no greater depth. 
Other data of value will probably also be 
returned, If, however, it is found that after 
making all allowances for the fact that our 
own well will not be contaminated by actual 
surface water by reason of being definitely 
sealed down to constant water level, we are 
st. unable to guarantee a supply of pure 
water, then the difficulties to be faced may 
be very much greater. To put it another 
“ay, it may be found that in a given district 
water lies at a depth of, say, twelve feet, and 
that the majority of wells in use do not dip 
nto it more than four or five feet, but on 
analysis the water at this depth is not satis- 
factory, and to a newcomer its use might be 
highly dangerous. In such case, to continue 

‘ing may have unforeseen results in that the 
water-bearing strata may be pierced and a 
new basin may not be found within many 


hundreds of feet of the surface. It is better 
therefore, to get this question of water supply 
definitely settled before proenting with any 
other part of the job, and as a rule this means 
enlisting the aid of a specialist, 

The question of sewage disposal on a site 
that is served with a public water supply is 
much simpler and often resolves itself into a 
choice between building a cesspool or build- 
ing a septic tank. Here there is a curious 
pomt that may be taken in regard to the 
way by-laws are sometimes administered. In 
some districts it will be found that if a com- 
partment is marked on the plan and called a 
cesspool, rejection will follow if it is within 
the prescribed distance from the building ; 
but if the plan shows a two-compartment 
tank labelled “ Septic tank,” it may pass, 
though placed at a lesser distance. Still 
more curious is the fact that if in some dis- 
tricts one builds a cesspool, it must, to com- 
ply with the by-laws, be watertight, whereas 
the variety, in virtue of 
its change of title, may often be built with 
honeycomb walls. The reason for these 
anomalies may be found in the fact that the 
sanitary inspector’s work brings him into con- 
tact with such appalling conditions that he 
is out of sympathy with those who would 
enforce what he may consider too exacting a 
by-law. <A typical case may serve to show 
how very difficult it sometimes is to insist on 
strict compliance with by-laws in some dis- 
tricts. A semi-rural, semi-industrial area may 
have a high percentage of small houses that 
still use old-fashioned privy closets situated 
within 30 ft. of the houses. There may be 
some sewers in existence that are much over- 
loaded and to which it is undesirable that 
further connections should be made. Man 
of these privy pits are poorly constructed, 
far from watertight, and are capable of con- 
taining upwards of a cubic yard of soil. 
Owing to the houses being overcrowded, it is 
not practicable to order that the privies shall 
be replaced by earth closets, because this 
would involve at least two visits per week 
from the collecting carts. In such circum- 
stances it can be understood that the sur- 
veyor or inspector would be loth to discourage 
any improvement, even though it did not go 
all the way, and a proposition to instal an 
arrangement that can be colorably described 
as a septic tank, though perhaps not exactly 
welcomed, might not be very severely scru- 
tinised. At the same time, it raises a smile 
to find in a bill of quantities an item read- 
ing: ‘‘ Provide the sum of £10 to be ex- 
pended on building to detail a septic tank.” 

For a small new house the provision of a 
suitable and reasonably efficient septic tank 
is frequently the best solution, and in many 
cases it need not be of very elaborate con- 
struction. This simplicity, generally speak- 
ing, is best brought about by consulting 
firms which, besides engaging as specialists 
to carry out such work, manufacture fittings 
for sale. These firms have standard detail 
drawings ranging over many variations of re- 
quirement, and all that it is usually necessary 
to do is to state clearly what is wanted in 
the way of service to receive oy From 
the point of view of economy, the best posi- 
tion for a septic tank is on rapidly sloping 
ground, and in giving particulars of require- 
ments it is important to state to what, if any, 
extent the ground falls. The next point is 
how the effluent is to be disposed of. On 
gravel or light soil this may mean vig 
more than laying down a spread of fiel 
drains, and filtration and aeration may be dis- 

nsed with; but if the site is clay it may 
mean that the effluent will have to be taken 
to a ditch, and if this communicates with a 
watercourse from which cattle drink, further 
treatment is necessary. The information 
iven to the firm from whom advice is sought 


should be full, and as a general rule a copy 


of the building plan and of the site plan 
should be made available. It has also to be 
remembered that all bath, sink and slop 
water must go to the septic tank, but no 
rain water should do so. 

For cottages and np 4 small houses built 
on gravel a feasible solution may be found 
in using chemical closets having either 
removable containers or fixed containers of 
greater content communicating with soak- 
away drains and valve controlled. It is, of 
course, possible to deal with the slop water 
by passing it into chemical containers and 
thence to soakaways, but on the whole it is 
better to take the slop water to a two-com- 
partment tank. The first compartment 
should be watertight, and both the ingo and 
outgo should be carried down by bends to 
below water level, so as to facilitate forma- 
tion of an active scum on the septic tank 
system. The other compartment may contain 
filtering material or it may be merely a soak- 
away if in very open soil. Both should be 
covered in with concrete tops having man- 
hole covers. bedded in. As to whether they 
should be ventilated, there is some difference 
of opinion, but I have not yet come across 
a case where so much back pressure had been 
set up as to point definitely to a need for 
providing an escape, and it would seem that 
if the ingo dips well in and the outgo not 
so far, trouble is unlikely to arise. Many 
of the earlier engineers went to great trouble 
to get the first ante as nearly airtight as 
possible, and in one case within my own 
experience a septic tank so formed some 
forty years ago is still giving satisfaction, 
and its filter bed turns off a very clear 
effluent. The engineer responsible ‘br this 
did, however, insist on nearly three feet of 
space being left between waterline and under- 
side of cover. All soakaways concentrate 
the dispersal and are thus liable to overload 
the soil to such an extent that it cannot 

roperly perform its work; consequently, it 
is much better to disperse the effluent over as 
wide an area as possible. But owing to absence 
of sufficient funds compromise is so often neces- 
sary that to ignore this fact and write only 
on practices that are above reproach would 
be misleading. 

In connection with alterations and exten- 
sions to existing buildings served by a septic 
tank system it is very important to give 
consideration to any additional load to be 
imposed on either the digesting tank or the 
filter bed. A multiplication of conveniences 
to be used by the same number of persons 
does not necessarily mean a larger load, 
though added baths and lavatory basins may 
do so by bringing about a higher consump- 
tion of water. But if the new owner has a 
larger family and employs a larger staff it 
may be necessary to raise the capacity of the 
disposal system. This is not always either 
easy or inexpensive, and occasionally it is 
more economical in the long run to scrap an 
existing plant and instal new. 


British Legion and Builders. 


A record of the work of the British Legion 
on behalf of tuberculous ex-Service men 
during 1930-31 at the Preston Hall Settle- 
ment, Aylesford, Kent, has been published by 
the Council of Management, and gives some 
indication of the fine work done by this 
branch of the British Legion. The niedica\ 
aims and objects have received attention 
elsewhere, but it is worth drawing attention 
to the fact that the building industry can 
give a full measure of su t to this insti- 
tution by, so far as possible, using the pro- 
duce of the settlement. Chief amongst ‘hess 
are portable buildings, poultry houses, etc. 
Last year 2 new department was set up for 
the imprinting, by a new process, upon wood, 
metal, asbestos, glass, etc., the grains of 
some of the rarer woods and of marble. 
Many important contracts have been already 
executed by this department, which will wel- 
come further inauiries.

Roads Improvement. 


The annual report of the Roads Improve- 
ment Association for 1931-32 was presented at 
the annual general meeting, heid at the R.A.C. 
recently. Contained is the following state- 
ment :—‘‘ The unsatisfactory state of our 
highways fourteen years ago, consequent upon 
four years of forced war-time neglect, is well 
within memory. This condition will recur if 
the restrictions now placed upon road work 
are not relaxed. The situation is difficult and 
involved. Not only is road economy becoming 
a ‘stunt ’—against which the Prime Minis- 
ter warned the country in December last—but 
the railway companies seek to restrict road 
work in order to hamper their competitors. 
Years ago the railway companies destroyed the 
effective competition of water transport by 
obtaining control of canals and allowing them 
to fall into disuse. To-day they desire to 
restrict road improvement and maintenance to 
reduce the competition of road transport in- 
stead of rationalising their own organisations 
and making them efficient and capable of 
meeting any competition. The stoppage of 
road work has already caused considerable 
hardship to all interested in road transport. 
and large numbers of men normally engaged 
in this and kindred industries have been dis- 
charged.” It is further stated that over 
20,000 men, road- and quarry-workers, are out 
of employment.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Abstracting and Deducing Title. By A. H. 


Cosway. London: Efi 
Price 5s. ngham Wilson. 


The passing of the Law of Property Act 
1925, and the several Acts wack the 
Settled Land Act, 1925, the Trustee Act 
etc., which the author describes as its 
satellites,” which were intended to sim- 
plify the law, have so revolutionised the 
practice of conveyancing that any benefits 
to be derived have at present been hardl 
perceptible. The author, who has dealt with 
these subjects iri a series of handbooks, in 
hs preface attributes this to a certain extent 
to lack of knowledge, and the object of this 
work has been to illustrate under the new 
system what documents should be abstracted 
and those that can safely and properly be 
left out in abstracts of title. The subject is 
highly technical, and is one upon which only 
an expert in conveyancing can express an 
opinion of any value, but it appears to us 
that this little volume, which consists of but 
158 pages, including a comprehensive index, 
and which can be mastered with compara- 
tively little trouble by those versed in the 
subject, may contain valuable hints on the 
subject. The old conveyancing proceeded on 
the lines of ‘‘safety first,’’ that is to say, it 
was founded on precedent, and conveyancers 
acting on precedent hesitated to ‘dispense 
with well-tried clauses on their own respon- 
sibility, and hence the forms became some- 
what cumbrous. In attempting to codify the 
law the legislature nce doubt intended to 
simplify conveyancing, but practitioners 
pressed for time are naturally inclined to 
tread the well-known paths and follow prece- 
dent. This little work is intended both for 
beginners and those of riper experience, and 
the author expresses the hope that it may 
kindle a deeper interest in the art of con- 
veyancing generally, and it may well repay 
a little study. There is a table of cases.

A New Plastic Medium. 


A need exists to-day for a plastic medium 
which offers not onl scope ‘ colour treat- 
ment but allows considerable freedom in execu- 
tion to the artist. Such a medium should 
have the additional merits of permanence 
elasticity and, when used in such public 
buildings as cinemas, concert halls or any 
structure where audibility is a prime necessity, 
sound absorption. Details which we have 
received of a new high-relief plastic medium, 
** Wallart,’’ indicate that this material fulfils 
successfully these necessary conditions, In 
appearance ‘‘ Wallart’’ is a very fine white 
powder which needs only to be mixed with 
cold water to be ready for use. The paste 
thus formed may. be modelled with tools or 
with the fingers, and when dry, it may be 
carved to fine lines and delicate detail to a 
relief as deep as 4 inches, a fact which 
denotes considerable properties of permanence 
and elasticity. It is stated that tests carried 
out by the Building Research Station have 
established a sound absorption co-efficient 
double that of painted lime plaster. The 
medium may be applied without special pre- 
paration to any type of surface, metal, brick 
or glass, and any form of colour, oil, water, 
body or tempera can be applied. ‘‘ Wallart ”’ 
is made by Messrs. Winsor and Newton, Ltd., 
from whom details can be obtained, from 
Rathbone-place, W.1. The material was used 
for the mural adornment of the newly 
opened Ritz Cinema, Edgware, designed by 
Mr. W. J. King, F.R.1.B.A. 


The Chelsea Flower Show, 1932. 


A feature of the Chelsea Flower Show this 
year is the newly constructed rock garden. 
This garden is approached by a small stone 
bridge spanning the narrow portion of a still 
pool fed by a high cascade falling over a bold 
formation of stone. A deep pool is naturally 
formed by the rushing water from the cascade. 
By the time the water has reached the bridge 
the turmoil has spent itself, and good reflec- 
tions of both bridge and foliage is obtained. 
The edge of the pool beyond the bridge is 
planted with masses of heaths, primula and 
semi-aquatics. On crossing the bridge a stone 
track leads through bold outcrops of rock, 
with occasional rock steps, and in one corner 
a rock boulder is arranged for a seat. The 
track leads over a natural undulation of grass 

lanted with rhododendrons, azaleas and 
sierra to a point on top of the cascade over- 
looking the waterfall and bridge. At the back 
of the rock garden are numerous groups of 
flowering shrubs, artistically arranged wit 
evergreens. This exhibit has been designed 


and constructed by Messrs. W. H. Gaze and 
Sons, Ltd., of Kingston-on-Thames, who, in 
addition to their large building contracting 
business, are specialists in garden layout and 
design.
